Obviously the Russians did not plan 


extensive mourning rituals for Nikita 
Khrushchev. And yet, possibly more 
than any other Soviet leader of recent 
years, perhaps in the entire history of 
the Soviet Union, he contributed more 
toward peace and thus the safety and 
security of his people. 


Maybe to some Khrushchev was a 


clown, the one who banged his shoe on 
the table in peasant fashion at a meeting 
of the United Nations General Assembly. 
To others he may have been an ominous 
figure, the sidekick of Stalin, the builder' 
of the Berlin Wall, the man who plotted 
the .placing of Russian missiles in 
Communist Cuba, and who fell from 
power because he pushed his nation to 
the brink of nuclear war. 


But more than a cursory glance at 


history indicates the opposite. 


Khrushchev may have been an ex- 


ceedingly prudent man. a cautious man 
who backed away from trouble. When 
President John Kennedy faced up to him 
over the Cuban missiles it was Khrush- 
chev who tossed in his cards first. 
Perhaps it was the mark of a fearful 
man; perhpas it was that of a man who 
weighed the odds and decided in favor of 
loss of face rather than nuclear war 
which could have destroyed most of us. 


The Wall did go up when Khru- 


shchev held power. That was a face- 
saving manuever since so many Ger- 
mans who lived in the eastern sector 
were heading west and Berlin was also 
an outlet for other Eastern Europeans 
fed up with the Communist system. 
What would have happened had there 


been a stern insistence upon tearing 
down that Wall as it was being built? 
There must have been some anxious 
moments in the Kremlin for the first few 
weeks. 


Khrushchev's real trouble in his 


native land was that other Russian 
leaders believed the same myth that was 
prevalent in the United States — a 
monolithic view of the Communist 
world, Thai1 world b^gan to fall apart 
during Khrushchev's years at the top but 
it wasn't his fault. He ruthlessly put 
down the Hungarian uprising but one 
must wonder what he might have done at 
the more recent Czechoslovakian seek- 
ing of a more liberal society. He failed to 
make Communist agriculture a great 
success but he actually moved toward 
less rather than tighter controls. His 
downfall, at least from the American 
point of view, was at the expense of the 
Russian man in the street, the con- 
sumer, the liberal artist. It is no wonder 
that the current conservative, hard line 
and badly confused leadership of 
Kosygin and Breshnev planned no 
massive ceremony to mark Khru- 
shchev's death. 


Khrushchev was a Communist, he 


rose to power on the bodies of millions, 
since for a time at least he was a 
follower of Stalin. But just possibly he 
was responsible for averting world-wide 
nuclear war. Just possibly his view of 
reality was closer to that of leaders of 
imagination and initiative in the free 
world. 


•History's decision in the years ahead 


should be interesting.

The successful break was made when

After transl erring to a 
private plane, Kaplan and the pilot 
legally landed at Brownsville, Texas, 
where thev were checked out for nar- 


cotics and then sent on their way. 
Mexico apparently doesn't intend to 
bring any extradition proceedings. For 
one thing it is no crime to break jail in 
Mexico unless violence is involved. In 
the peaceful landing and takeoff of the 
helicopter, there was no violence. 


But while the episode is humerous, it 


does bring up some long range 
questions. If the murder charge was so 
untenable, why was it not fought by 
American authorities? Did some of 
Kaplan's funds actually go to a school in 
Costa Rica that had something to do with 
the C.I.A. and was a Kaplan family fund 
used to convey money from the State 
Department to that school as a relative 
now claims? Did American authorities 
have anything to do with the escape and 
was it something of a face-saving 
mechanism for our relations with 
Mexico?

Puts Finger On Issue 


William Raspberry, the 


Washington Post's extremely 
perceptive black columnist, 
put his finger on the crucial 
issue. Washington is hopeless 
from the viewpoint of "racial 
balance" — more than 95 per 
cent of the children in public 
schools are Negro — but 
Raspberry pointed out that 
"convoluted efforts to achieve 
racial balance are not likely to 
produce 
educational 
im- 


provement 
for the black 


children ... what is wrong 
with the schools ... is not 
the absence of white children 
(but) 
official unconcern, 


inadequate expenditure of 
public money and pervading 
ignorance as to how best to 
teach 
(profoundly 
disad- 


vantaged) children." 


Historically speaking, how 


has the United States moved 
to improve the education of 
profoundly 
disadvantaged 


children? Here I speak from 
experience. When I was 
getting my doctorate on the 
G.I. Bill a quarter of a century 
ago, my wife taught in a rural 


central school in upstate New 
York. Because the one-room 
schoolhouses were appallingly 
bad, the farmers instituted 
central schools — and buses. 
More buses than you can 
imagine — I counted 35 one 
morning. Off into the coun- 
tryside they went on roughly a 
20-mile radius. On winter 
mornings at 6:30, as I was 
driving to Ithaca, the children 
would be waiting in the dark 
with lanterns by the roadside. 
Nobody wasted any-tears on 
the passing of the one-room 
school; these people wanted 
their kids to get a decent 
education. 


In other words, busing is a 


great American 
tradition 


devised to improve the 
chances young people have of 
receiving adequate training, 
of attending good (or at least 
better) schools. It is the 
quality of the education at the 
end of the bus ride that counts. 
There is no point in riding kids 
across town or country just for 
the trip. Similarly in New 
York City, a bright student 
from the wilds of Brooklyn 
seldom objected to the long 
subway ride that took him to 
the Bronx High School of 
Science. From the age of 9 on, 
my future wife spent 40 
minutes each way on the 
subway going and returning 
from school. 


What this leads to is the 


suggestion that we somehow 
move the wild men at both 
ends of the busing fight off to 
an island some place while the 
rest of us get down to the 
business of education. Some 
places will need extensive 
busing, others won't, but the 
objective 
should 
be 


maximizing the possibilities of 
young people attending good 
schools that reflect the overall 
composition of the com- 
munity.

This is what we of a less 


candid era used to call "bush- 
wa," and is called something 
far more scatological today. If 
Segal was "driven out" of 
Yale, it was by his own in- 
sensate lust for publicity, not 
by anything the news media 
said about him. 


Segal, as you know, is the 


author of the immensely 
popular novel "Love Story," 
and its even more popular film 
adaptation. What estranged 
the students from him was not 
the writing of his book, or its 
singular success, but Segal's 
own attitude toward it 


I saw him on several TV talk 


shows, and he appeared on 
scores of others. For a man 
who is supposed to value 
scholarship and literature, he 
behaved like A huckster of the 
lowest order, putting to shame 
the most brazen "starlet" 
peddling her wares. 


This is what "destroyed" 


him with his students, not the 
book, or the exposure in the 
news media. This is why, as he 
said, "each Monday I could 
feel I had lost them. I could 


feel their contempt and scorn. 
I felt I could not go on." 


There is an illustrative 


parallel here. At about the 
same time as the publication 
of "Love Story," another book 
by a Yale faculty member 
came out: "The Greening of 
America" by Charles Reich. It 
also hit the best-seller list, but 
with a difference. 


Reich let his book speak for 


itself. He refused to go on the 
publicity circuit and turn 
himself into a "celebrity." He 
remained quietly at New 
Haven, teaching his classes 
and going about his private 
business. And the students 
respected him for this dignity 
and self-possession. 


Moreover, 
the

media" let Reich severely 
alone. The book was widely. 
discussed and analyzed, but 
the author remained in decent 
obscurity as a public figure. 
He signified a desire to be let 
alone, and he was let alone, for 
he didn't try to have the best of 
both worlds. 


Segal simply bpcame in- 


toxicated with the heady brew 
of success and popularity; 
that is his right and his 
privilege: but thpn. hp for- 
feited the good opinion that 
meant most to him — of his 
students. To whine that the 
news media destroyed him in 
their eyes is the cheapest sort 
of copping-out: a man who 
teaches Euripides ought to 
know this.

Love Is .. began as a 


personal postscript on Kim 
Grove's letters to her boy- 
friend. And they grew into the 
internationally syndicated car- 
toon . panel which 
appears 


daily in The Post-Crescent. 


"I thought my feelings were 


unique," says Kim Grove. "So 
I was amazed when people 
would say that they had felt 
the same way, too." 


The .cherubic cartoon char- 


acters featured in Love Is ... 
came into being as Kim's way 
of explaining her progress on 
the ski slopes to a handsome 
Italian, Roberto Casali. 


When Kim and Roberto met 


at a Southern California ski 
club in February, 1967, both 
had been in the United States 
only a year and a ralf. And 
Roberto, .not Kim, was the 
skier. So when Kim went to 
Mammoth Mountain without 
Roberto a few weeks later, 
she brought back a souvenir 
— a series of comic illustra- 
tions to show her progress. 


Casali liked the cartoons. 


And Kim began illustrating 
other incidents as they dated, 
then, shyly, adding some of 
her f e e 1 i n g s . "You're the 
handsomest Italian I've ever 
met" was an early message. 
The words "Love Is..." did 
not show up on the cartoons 
right away, though. 


"It took me about three 


years to get around to doing 
that one," she admits. 


These cartoons, now enjoy- 


ed by readers in more than 
350 newspapers in the United 
States and hi 30 other coun- 
tries, encouraged a four-and-a- 
half-year 
romance between 


the two. And they were mar- 
ried in July. 


Kim's cartoons are a "fabu- 


lous means of communica- 
tion," says her husband today. 


"I'm very shy," says Kim, 


who was able to draw things 
she could not bring herself to 
say. Besides, she didn't want 
"to sound too mushy." 


So when she found out that 


Roberto, who by then had 
been transferred by his com- 
puter manufacturing company 


from Los Angeles to Oakland, 
was proudly showing her car- 
toon messages to friends, 
there was "a flap." 


But 
Roberto's boasts of 


Kim's talent led to the syn- 
dication of what became Love 
Is ... to newspapers early hi 
1970. 
And to the discovery 


that her feelings were univer- 
sal. 


Kim is a former secretary, 


and her artistic background 
was limited to a correspond- 
ence course in high school and 
drawing her own Christmas 
cards before she met Roberto. 
She draws her sketches in 
pencil on tissue paper in about 
the same space that the 
cartoon panel takes up in 
newspapers. She can do six a 
day, she says, when she's 
pushing. 


"And I have to be in the 


mood for it. If I'm mad or 
unhappy I can't draw." 


The new Mrs. Casali gets a 


lot of fan mail, so much that 
according to her bridegroom, 
"It takes her longer to answer 
it than to draw the cartoons." 


"I appreciate the letters," 


says Kim, who adds she has 
always answered each one. 
But being a new bride "is 
slowing me down." 


Her fan mail usually in- 


cludes suggestions or requests 
for Love Is... cartoons, and 
Kim makes a list of these. 


"The problem is, sometimes 


they're not entirely suitable. 
They must be simple 
and 


concise." 


Even though Kim's second 


"Love Is..." book is coming 
into print, there is at present 
no way to obtain a copy of her 
entire cartoon collection. And 
so far the woman who wrote 
that her dog had consumed 20 
of the cartoon panels, Kim 
had no remedy. To the woman 
who wrote that her two-year- 
old son ate her favorite car- 
toon, Kim's response was 
'Tour son has good taste." 


Love Is... is proliferating.
